Challenged by 
Local Citizen 

Thinks Cost Too High 
For 2 Added Stations 


The Plaza Community Cen¬ 
ter, formerly a children’s home, 
may be used as a rest home if 
the change is made within a 
year, it was learned at the 
Planning Commission meeting 
last Thursday. 

The decision was according 
to planning consultants, Gor¬ 
don Whitnall and Associates, 
in answer to an inquiry from 
Charles M. Schermerhorn, su¬ 
perintendent of the Center at 
72 W. Alegria, who was seek¬ 
ing information as to the pos¬ 
sibility of selling the property 
for non-conforming use. The 
property ceased to be a chil¬ 
dren’s home last August. 

The Planning Commission re¬ 
quested that the Whitnall de¬ 
cision be forwarded to the Pla¬ 
za Community Center without 
recommendation from the com¬ 
mission. 

Lot splits were approved for 
Mrs. Robert de Wright, 540 W. 
Alegria, and for Fred Morgan 
at Suffolk and Baldwin. The 
commission also granted two 
variances for carports in the 
canyon area; one for Paul Rit¬ 
ter, 2290 Orange Dr., and the 
other for Robert Young, 711 
Canyon Crest. 


The retirement p^an for City employees was the major issue 
discussed at Tuesday night's City Council meeting when City 
Administrator Lawrence Bevington gave a report based on six 
months' study of the problem. 

Bevington told members of the Council that he had gone 
into various plans offered by seven insurance companies, but 
because of the complicated and involved nature of the study, 
there are still a few points that are not clear. He further stated 
that since the plan to be adopted will last for 20 years he felt 
that every angle should be clarified before any attempt to pass 
it is made. He said that the opinions of the employees should 
be taken into consideration and that contacting them takes time. 

Councilman Charles James 
felt that there has been enough 
delay and immediate action 
should be taken, “Let’s get it 
done by the next meeting," he 
said. 

Councilman Lome Pratt 
pointed out that because near¬ 
ly % million dollars are in¬ 
volved over a 20 year period, 
careful consideration should be 
given to each item in the long 
range issue. 

"I, too, would like to see the 
plan made effective by Janu¬ 
ary 1, 1955, but if a short de¬ 
lay to March of 1955 is neces¬ 
sary, 1 would favor the rela¬ 
tively short postponement to 
establish the points in ques¬ 
tion,” Pratt said. 

It was decided by Council 
members that unless the City 
Administrator is able to clear 
up the important items of in¬ 
formation which remain in 
doubt, a special study meeting 
of the Council will be held at 
8 a.m. on Saturday, Dec. 18. 
Dog Pound 

The City was asked by Mrs. 
Virginia Miller, 91 N. Auburn, 
to transfer the City’s dog pound 
contract from San Gabriel to 
Pasadena. Mrs. Miller based 
her request on the fact that 
lost pets would be given better 
care in the Pasadena pound. 
She told members of the Coun¬ 
cil that her opinion could be 
substantiated by others in the 
community. 

Councilman Pratt said that 
he has visited both pounds and 
that while the Pasadena build¬ 
ing is more modern, he could 
see very little difference other¬ 
wise. 

Switching to the Pasadena 
pound would increase the City’s 
cost by $25 per month. The 
matter was referred to a com¬ 
mittee for further study and 
investigation. 

Parking District 
The City Administrator re¬ 
ported to the Council that 
ground work has been complet¬ 
ed by the appraiser who is now 
comparing prices of property 
sold in the immediate vicin¬ 
ity of the three parcels needed 
for the new parking areas. The 
survey is expected to be com¬ 
pleted by next Monday, he said. 
Library Property 
Because the property be¬ 
queathed to the City for a new 
library by Nathan W. Tarr sev¬ 
eral years ago will not be used 
for this purpose, negotiations 
are now under way to deed it 
back to the Tarr estate for $12,- 
200, Mayor Louk reported. City 
Administrator Bevington told 
the NEWS yesterday that this 
action accomplishes two 
things: first; construction of 
the building at the present site 
of the old library will be less 
costly than on the Tarr proper¬ 
ty, because of the terrain. Sec¬ 
ond; the sum of $12,200 will 
make up the deficit in the cost 
of the new building, which is 
between $10,000 and $11,000. 


Repercussions on the award¬ 
ing of the master antenna sys¬ 
tem to an outside firm were 
still being heard this week 
when a letter from Mrs. Ted 
Velasquez, 209 Cypress Ct., was 
read at Tuesday’s City Council 
meeting protesting the grant¬ 
ing of the franchise to a Hol¬ 
lywood firm, making useless 
the previous work and invest¬ 
ment of Edwin Meyers, operat¬ 
or of a local television firm. 

Mrs. Velasquez said in her 
letter that there were at least 
20 families who could not af¬ 
ford the increased cost of get¬ 
ting an additional two stations 
as is guaranteed by the new 
firm. 

Awarding of the franchise 
was based on the City’s speci¬ 
fications calling for a financial 
responsibility of $35,000, the 
depositing of a $5000 bond and 
a guarantee of clear reception 
on seven television channels. 

Both residents and members 
of the Council expressed re¬ 
gret that the bid could not be 
made to a local organization, 
but since Mr. Moyer could not 
meet specifications, there was 
no alternative. 

Mayor Charles E. Louk said 
following reading of Mrs. Vel¬ 
asquez’ letter that he wished 
some of the citizens could have 
spent 10 % of the time that 
any one member of the City 
Council had spent during the 
past 18 months in studying the 
problem. “The City was handi¬ 
capped by the small number 
of bidders, but we believe that 
we have done the thing that Is 
the best for the City as a whole. 
We expect some concrete re¬ 
sults during the next 90 days. 
The $150 installation charge is 
only an estimate. It may be 
less than this,” he said. 

Councilman Harold Roberts 
said that at the time the pe¬ 
tition was signed more than 
200 signatures were obtained 
during a two day visit by Mrs. 
Leland Evans no objections to 
the fee of $150 and $5 a month 
were heard.

There could be as many dif¬ 
ferent answers as there are 
“individualists," but apparent¬ 
ly the majority are impelled 
by the need for a bit of soul- 
searching at times when the 
world is too much with them. 

Whatever the personal rea¬ 
sons for the visitor may be, the 
Passionist Fathers — there are 
25 priests and four brothers — 
who live there all year round 
take a receptive attitude with¬ 
out trying to regiment anyone 
to their beliefs. Their lives of 
prayer and discipline are theirs 
by their own choosing in keep¬ 
ing with a “New Order of Re¬ 
ligious” begun by Paul Daneo, 
a mystic better known as “St. 
Paul of the Cross’ who was 
born in Italy in 1694. 

His congregation, devoted to 
personal sanctity, had rough 
going for many years but now, 
in the United States alone, 
there are two provinces of the 
order, containing 19 retreats 
and seven mission houses; the 
two largest religious provinces 
in the world. Even the most 
hardboiled skeptic in the world 
would have to admit that 
somewhere in Daneo’s philoso¬ 
phy, the belief that one should 
devote himself to the “Passion 
of Christ,” there lies a popular 
appeal deeply ir^tinctive in the 
hearts of most men. 

As In most religious orders, 
there are many rules and reg- 
lations at Mater Dolorosa Re¬ 
treat which, on the surface, 
seem confusing to the average 
layman. To him, the thought 
of getting up at 2 a.m. to pray 
and sing psalms seems a very 
impractical arrangement. After 
all, he needs his sleep because 
he has to make a living. It 
also might give him a shudder 
to think of the priests getting 
up again at 5:30 a.m. to begin 
their daily routine of chores 
and more prayer. 

To the priest, however, his 
life of prayer and promoting 
the worship of God seems a 
normal, perhaps the only nor¬ 
mal, way of life. When asked 
the practical question about 
their financial support — 
“Where does the money come 
from?”—they reply to the ef¬ 
fect that it comes in "through 
the window.” Perhaps it comes 
from the so-called “practical” 
men who apparently approve, 
or even envy, the priest’s way 
of life. 

So it is that, with this Yule- 
tide, there may be many who 
look with a special longing be¬ 
yond that curve of road west 
of Sierra Madre where the 
peace of Christmas seems to 
spread from the mountains

Fathers with only a 
few tools can also make many 
economical and delightful gifts 
for their young chl'Uieu, such 
as rocking toys, playhouse fur¬ 
niture, gadget boards, boats, 
stick horses, wheelbarrows, and 
Stop and Go signs. 

Patterns for making play 
equipment can be found in 
magazines, newspapers, or in 
the Nursery School Handbook 
and other books at your library. 
If you can't find a pattern, 
your imagination can usually 
furnish you with sufficient 
ideas to begin. Your lumber 
yard will furnish advice about 
materials. 

Rocking Toys 

Rocking toys may be made 
to seat one child in the center, 
such as a rocking horse or duck, 
or made to seat two children, 
one on each end, such as a boat. 
In both cases equilibrium and 
the extent of the rocking mo¬ 
tion need to be considered. A 
half circle will make a very 
sharp rock. The longer the ra¬ 
dius of the arc, the less the 
rocking motion involved. 
Screws are more satisfactory 
than nails in holding pieces 
together. Bright colored paint 
will work wonders. If you are 
not artistic enough to do the 
decorating, the local stores 
carry a wide assortment of 
decals. 

Playhouse Furniture 

Child-size playhouse furniture 
may be made from orange 
crates. To make a sink obtain 
two sturdy orange crates and 
an oblong pan approximately 
the width of the crates. Stand 
the crates on end far enough 
apart so the pan will fit be-

horrible fear of gas shells, pa¬ 
trol duty which meant one well 
might get tangled in barbed 
wire and held there until rid¬ 
dled with bullets, was enough 
to take all the romance out of 
war. So every veteran who did 
his duty, at home or abroad, is 
deserving of all honor. 

All the same, veterans of 
foreign wars have a special 
reason to be proud. In Cuba, 
in France, in the Pacific, in 
Japan and in Korea, they 
fought for the ideals for which 
our nation was founded. If 
they had not fought in those 
places, liberty and freedom 
would have vanished from 
more than half the world—per¬ 
haps from all the world. If 
they had stayed at home, all 
those wars would have been 
lost. Having seen what war 
does to a country and to a 
people, I sincerely hope that 
all our future wars shall be 
foreign wars—if we have to 
have any more wars.
